Applicant states that Lord requires monitoring the state of the media playing. It is noted by the examiner that although Lord monitors the 
switched channel (i.e. channel 5 has a commerical so the user switches channels to say channel 8), thus the currently displayed channel 
playing would be channel 8, and without regard to channel 8*s state, the system will return to channel 5 when the commercial of channel 
5 has ended. Thus this clearly meets the limitation of "without regard to a current state of media being played by the media device". 
Also the examiner would like to point out in the background of Lord, which cites prior art EP-0366001 which discloses that prior art 
methods of setting a timer to return to a previous channel (which was changed by the user due to a commerical present). 
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
